vancement had the old council not 
left so many loose ends to be gather 
ed up by the present commissioners. 
We do not believe it would have 
been possible to have secured the 
beautiful Riverside park under the 
mayor-council plan. because no offi­ 
cial would have spent the necessary 
time as did Mayor Seberger. 
The proposition for a city manager 
is not a condemnation of tin* com­ 
mission plan, but only an improve­ 
ment on it. 
The manager should be 
hired, and not elected, for the reason 
that lf a mistake is made in lits se­ 
lection, as may occasionally be the 
case, he can he ousted by the com­ 
missioners, without the resort to the 
expensive and tedious recall method.

f i n a n c e , commerce and Interior, following upon the kaiser's visit to 
Vienna, point almost conclusively to internal differences have made 
necessary the meeting of the two emperors. 
The minister of finance is the manager of the monetary situation 
In Austria, the minister of commerce la charged with the direction 
of the country’s economic situation and the minister of interior is 
the chief minister responsible for control of war prices, the regu­ 
lation of supply and the suppression of disorders. 
These are the questions concerning w hich disquieting rumors are 
constantly coming from Vienna. 
It is altogether probable therefor* 
t h a t th** domestic situation 
in Austria lo very threatening. 
Not otherwise would th* kaiser 
have in t e r f e r e d as it seems Ii** has done with the ministerial In- 
competence of Ilia southern ally. 
Th* new appointees to the three 
Austrian cabinet 
p o s i t i o n s , possibly have been selected by the Her­ 
man government, or at th** very le«»t they will he very earnable 
to directions from Berlin. 
The Germans long ago took from Vien­ 
na the super-direction of the war, and Austro-Hungarian victories 
began from that date. 
It now appears that the Germans wert* to 
assume responsibility for the internal government of 
the 
dual 


m o n a r c h y . 
Probably the economical, tlnancial and food problems 
of the dual will be handled hereafter together or in clo*** intimacy 
with German views prevailing on all important points. 
This effort to support Austin Hungary must of necessity b< made 
by th** stronger power, if Germany 
not to be seriously hand­ 
icapped by the growing weakness *»t 
her southern confederate,. 
It is probable that only Hapsburg pride has prevented the adoption 
of the plan before now. 
The result will give new life to til* Aus­ 
trian f o r a time but only a limited measure.

They can prevent wast* in 
\ustria from a better administration, and they can better handle 
the supplies from Turkey and Bulgaria.

The Northern Pact! > had con­ 
demned a right of way on 2.32 acres 
in the village of Crosby situated in 
the northeast quarter of the n o rth­ 
east quarter of section ll. township 
46, range 29. this forty being the 
west half of the Meaeham mine where 
the shaft was located. 
Neimeyer and the railw ay company 
both appealed from the award of the 
appraisers who had awarded Neimey­ 
er $850 and the Rogers Brown Ore 
Co. $725. 
In their appeal, Neimeyer 
and his witness 
alleged 
that 
the 
ground condemned was valuable for 
platting purposes and that the total 
damage done was at least $6,000. 
The railway company wUncase! al­ 
leged that the land was purely min­ 
eral and unfitted for platting pur­ 
poses and the value of the damages 
ranged from $700 to $1,500. 
The jury was out but a short time 
and gave a unanimous verdict. Rog­ 
ers-Brown Ore Co. had a mineral lease 
to the land and the right to use the 
surface and had previously given a 
25 foot right of way for tie consider­ 
ation of $1.
